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The floods down in Mississippi 
and Louisiana 
are so 
far away 
from Cook county that many of 
the readers of this paper do not 
realize the suffering and loss of 
homes to the people in those states. 
However the flood in the Peoria 
district is much nearer home and 
Arlington 
Heights 
people 
have 
brought home stories of conditions 
in our own state that are awaken­ 
ing some of our 
citizens to the 
great need of financial help to the 
afflicted people. 
Mr. Geo. J. Kau, who until last 
week has been located in Peoria, 
brings first hand information of the 
conditions down there. 
Mr. and 
, Mrs. Milton 
Daniels 
spent two 
days last week in the district and 
Sunday and Monday, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. Kreft visited friends in Pe­ 
oria. 
Their reports almost seem 
unbelievable. 
Mr. Kreft reports that he saw 
the people of East Peoria shoveling 
mud the same as Cook county peo­ 
ple shovel snow during the winter. 
Upon each side of the sidewalks 
the mud was piled up from one to 
two feet. 
Many of the people had 
their 
lawns 
completely 
washed 
1 away. 
Mr. Kau, who has been in busi­ 
ness in Peoria brings the details. 
This is the first year that such a 
flood has occurred in the Peoria 
1 district, and it was entirely unex­ 
pected. 
Many reasons for 
the 
breaking of the dike are being cir­ 
culated. 
The six foot wave which 
swept the lowlands of East Pe- 
• oria came so suddenly that a great 
loss of life was narrowly averted. 
‘The son of the mayor of Peoria, 
with whom Mr. Kau is acquainted, 
was walking on a railroda track 
* with a friend. When they saw the 
wave of water coming they both 
‘’took hold of the rails to save them­ 
selves. 
The rails and ties were 
all rolled up. The mayor’s son has 
not yet been 
found, while the 
friend recovered consciousness high 
and dry upon the highway. 
Oth- 
#ers are in the hospital and some 
have lost their minds. 
A total of about 200 houses have 
been destroyed. 
Some 
of these 
houses have been moved off their 
0 foundations to the roadways. Hun­ 
dreds of automobiles were aban- 
t doned and are lost. 
There were 
many 
narrowr es­ 
capes. 
Mrs. Daniels reports that 
* the third day after the flood, some 
rescuers were in a boat near a 
p 
house that showed no sign of life. 
The water was nearly up to the at­ 
tic. 
Thinking that they heard a 
slight noise, the men tore off some 
9 rough board and found within an 
* old man and his wife who had not 
had a thing to eat for three days. 
They were survived. 
Mr. Rau says 
that the water 
came with so much force that in 
places holes in the earth 12 to 18 
if feet deep were 
made by water, 
swept over a cement walk or a 
piece of 
pavement. 
One paved 
street was 
entirely 
washed out. 
Houses were twisted out of shape. 
* Pianos and other articles of fur­ 
niture and clothing were ruined. 
* Mud many inches tliick is found on 
pianos and house furnishings. 
Mr. Daniels says 
that he saw 
men with fire hose washing out 
homes. 
The stench in some of 
Jthese places is very bad. 
Rains several times a day that 
were nearly cloud bursts added to 
the flooded conditions. 
Mr. Rau’s 
* store w’as on a street which slanted 
towards the river. It is paved and 
when the hard rains came up the 
street resembled a small river. 
The river has 
raised 24 feet 
above the 
normal 
gauge three 
tim es in the past three wrecks. 
It 
* will take weeks and months before 
some of the places will be relieved 
of water. 
Mr. Rau 
expects to 
hear of further floods down the 
'.•Mississippi when all of that water 
reaches .southern states. 
He says 
that coming to Chicago on the train 
from Peoria to Ottawa, the water 
was often times within two to ten 
feet 
of the railroad track. 
The 
» homes of the farmers have in most 
instances escaped, but the fields 
are total losses and many of the 
farms will not raise a crop this 
year. 
In some instances the soil 
% nas been washed away. 
The state militia, the Red Cross 
and the American Legion are do­ 
ing what they can to air I the suf­ 
ferers. 
Many of those who have 
^ost their homes are living in tents, 
others are being eared for by rela­ 
tives. 
The vast majority of the 
people employed in the Peoria dis­ 
trict are out of employment on ac­ 
count of the closing down of fac­ 
tories.
